St, Dunstan’s, Inner Cjrcle, Regent's 
Park, London, N.W.1. :

Your Excellency,—Probably again 
and again your thoughts and those 
of British people in Hongkong are 
turned towards the Mother Country 
in these eritlenl days, Possibly some- 
tlmes you may wonder how St. 
Dunstan's tg faring with the newly 
blinded men, for whose care you 
have given such gencrous support. 


You may already know that with 


the recent terrific alr battles over | Delhi 


the South Const, we have had to 
temporarily abandon our Hospital in 
Sussex. At first we hoped that by 
moving convalescent and semi-con- 
valescent cases tod safer area, it 
might stlll be possible to retain our 
hospital, with all its specialised 
equipment, for serlously wounded 
men undergolng treatment. With tho 
intensification of the air attacks this 
has become impossible and to-day 
‘all our newly blinded men—some af 
them received thelr injurics on the 
shores ot Dunkirk and others under 
elreumstances of equal bravery—are 
being nursed back .to health and 
learning the first lessons {n conquer~ 
Ing blindness at-on hotel in the west 
country. Lo . 
Temporary Hospital 


I wae at this temporary hospital 
last week where I talked with three 
new lads. One, a young pilot, had 
had his jaw-torn and been perman- 
ently blinded by a bomb exploding 
in his ‘plane. The other two had 
been blinded—in ‘addition one of 
them had iést an arm—in_ the e¢x- 
‘ploding of an A.A, gun. New cases 
like these ure constantly coming to 
us, and now we have to be ready to 
receive civillan casualties with sers- 
ously damaged sight from recent alr 
bombardment. 

Enemy assault has been brought 
even to our doors, The other night 
a high explosive bomb was dropped 
just outslde my house and St. Duns- 
fan's offices, Luckily os it occurred 
during the night out offlces were 
empty. The door of the shelter 
where my servants were sleeping 
was blown In, though I am glad to 
say they were unhurt. My wife and 
1 Sere in another. shelter, I hap- 
pened to be awake. The A.A, guns 
were putting up a_ terrific barrage. 
Two or three bombs fell. I could 
judge by the noise that the bombers 
were fairly far off, Suddenty: with 
n noise Jike on on-coming express 


-]train our bomb crashed down. For- 
tunately there were no casualties. |: 
‘On the side of our bulldings where 


the explosion occurred, all the win- 
dow glass was shattercd,. our roofs 
were damaged, and .quantitics of 
stones, concrete and debris were 
hurled about the buildings. We are, 
however, busily engaged 
things to rights again and this in- 
cident has, if anything strengthened 
morale generally. 

When we are ourselves faced with 
frequent air attacks, bombings and 
the possibility of Invasion, we cannot 
be too grateful to al) of you who are 
helping us. A day will come, haw-

hardly seven years old, a 
tender’ age at which to 
face up to a major crisis 
in its life; but scouting not 
only survived but firmly 
established itself as a vital 
educational force. 


Britnin was unprepared for 
that war but it possessed a 
stripling movement with a 
motto of “Be Prepared” for 
any emergency. Let them try 
their hand}, Scout Guards for 
railways: and factorics, scout 
messengers, scout .const- 
guards, scout "bus conductors; 
and then when air raids came, 
scout first aid parties and fire- 
men and—best remembered— 
the “All Clear” boys for use 
after air raids.- : 


The boys were able to tackle 
with intelligence and en-

Scouting’ - 


headed by no fewer than 11 
Victoria Crosses, the highest 
British award for gallantry. 


In the yeara between that 
struggle and the present one 
the progress of the movement 
has been phenomenal, It has 
spread to every country in the 
world where democracy rules. 
The world total of boys and 
men who have benefited by 
its training runs into tens of 
millions and it ig true to say 
that, with its sister organisa- 
tion, the Girl: Guide, it has 
approached nearer to the truc 
ideal of world brotherhood 
and peace than any other or- 
ganisation of its kind. '

At the beginning of the 
war of 1914-18 the 


Boy Scout movement was . 


hardly seven: years old, a 
tender age at which to 
face up to a major crisis 
in its life; but scouting not 
only survived but firmly 
established itself as a vital 
educational force. 


Britain was unprepared for 
that war but it possessed a 
stripling movement with. a 
motto of “Be Prepared” for 
any emergency. Let them try 
‘their hand! Scout Guards for 
railways and factories, scout 
messengers, scout coast- 
guards, scout 'bus conductors; 
and then when air raids came, 
scout first aid parties and fire- 
men and—best remembered— 


the “All Clear” boys for use: 


after air raids. 


The boys were able to tackle

thusinsm any responsible task 
allotted to them, Scouting 


‘headed by no fewer than 11 
Victorian Crosses, the highest 
British award for gallantry. 


In the years between that 
struggle and the present one 
the progress of the movement: 

It has 
spread to every country in the 
world where democracy rules. . 
The world total of boys and 
men who. have benefited by 
ify training runs into tens of 
millions and it ig true to say 
that, with its sister organisa- 
tion, the Girl Guide, it has 
approached nearer to the true 
idenl ‘of world’ brotherhood 
and peace than any other or- 
ganisation of its kind.
